SOVIET. THREAT TO 
MOJAISK 
GERMAN BOMBERS AND 


FIGHTERS ACTIVE 


M OSCOW, Sunday. — Herr 
Hitler, from his head- 

quarters at Smolensk, has called 

on the Luftwaffe for an all-out 

effort to halt the Soviet ad- 

vances on the Moscow and 
ningrad fronts.

South-east of Leningrad the Russians, 
under General Meretskov, moving 
the relief of the city, have broken 
through the German lines in at least 
one sector. 

On both fronts, says the German 
High Command, German. bomber and 
fighter formations were used on a large 
scale. Berlin admits the Leningrad 
break-through, though it claims that 


the Ukraine, The Germans, mention- 
ing the city by name for the first time, 
admit that Marshal Timoshenko's 
troops are trying to pierce their 
defences. . :

GERMAN ADMISSIONS 


BERLIN, Sunday. — The German 
News Agency, admitting a Soviet pene- 
tration of the German lines on the 
Leningrad front, says that on January 
16th the Soviets lost more than 200 
killed when they attacked a railway 
embankment held by German troops. 
The attack was repelled. 

“In a neighbouring sector the 
Soviets succeeded in penetrating 
between the German posts. The Soviet 
detachment was cut off and the bulk 
was annihilated. The Soviets lost 60 
dead and a large number of prisoners. 
Further north the Soviets attacked the 
sector of the German division in two 
successive waves, with the support of 
artillery and tanks of the heavy and 
heaviest types. The attack was 
repelled, with heavy losses to the 
enemy, and four of his tanks were 
destroyed. ; 

The Agency to-day admitted that 
the Russians were trying to break 
the German lines before Kharkov. 
Soviet troops “a battalion strong,” it 
said, tried to pierce the German lines 
on Friday, but ‘‘ after successfully re- 
pelling this attempt, German infantry 
counter-attacxed and drove the retreat- 
ing enemy several kilometres back.

PROBING THE FACTS
